Many will pay less now, regardless 
of the rate, than they paid under ‘he 
old system. 
Many will pay more now, 
even wore tho rate very low, than 
they paid under the flat rate.

customer will now see to It that h»s 
plumbing system Is free of leaks and 
that water is not wasted. 
The city 
agrees to deliver the water and meter 
it, but it is not nny concern of the 
city how extravagant or reckless the 
consumer is when using the water. If 
you believe your cost for wa!ar ta 
high, do not blame the city, but co-a 
sider that you and everybody cise 
are paying for exactly what W all­ 
is used.

Say Experts, Is in Attacks by Bomb- 
) 
Carrying Planes. 
By E D W A R D B. C LAR K. 
Washington.—The members of the 
bouse committee on appropriations tor 
sea coast defenses and fortifications 
Hare virtually agreed upon a plan to 
muke the Panama canal Impregnable." 
Can it be made impregnable without 
a great air force? 
To tills question, 
seemingly, congress is giving little 
thought. 
Senator Harding went to Panama 
not long ago and came back deter­ 
mined, it Is said, that something more 
[must be done to bold the great water­ 
way safe against tile attack of an 
enemy. 
Tile present plans seem to be 
to emplace some more big guns off the 
Atlantic and tile Pacific entrances to 
the canal. 
There are military men 
who say that congress should pay 
(Chief heed to the subject of airplanes, 
and even to tile layman there seems to 
(be a good deal of horse sense in this 
proposition. 
When the canal was completed, and 
while it was being built, for that mat­ 
ter, the question of defense was un­ 
der discussion by the military experts. 
Always there must be taken Into eon* 
islderatlon the possibility, and even 
the 
probability, 
perhaps, 
that 
tile 
jUnfted States will lose command of 
'the seas. 
As things nre today, how­ 
ever, It would lie exceedingly difficult 
tor an enemy fleet, even lf It held the 
jseas, to get near enough to the en­ 
trance of the Panama canal to do any 
damage by abel ling. 
Entrance Well Protected. 
The gray and green defenses on 
iToro Point and Margueriilta island on 
jthe Atlantic side and the islands of 
Neon, Flamenco, Perlco and Culebra 
(on the Pacific side will serve the pur­ 
pose probably of keeping enemy fleets 
Int a safe distance. It Is proposed now 
to mount great guns on an Island In 
the Pacific which lies about ten miles 
outside t h e present defenses. 
An enemy fleet, having disposed of 
the American fleet, would not lie able, 
as bas been said, to even so much as 
lapproach within ranging distance of 
i either entrance 
to the canal, but 
there Is nothing to prevent the great 
fleet from covering a landing force 
which possibly could make Its w ay over­ 
hand through the jungle to the great 
commercial highway, and perhaps, lf 
the force was strong enough, capture 
lit, or, ut any rate, put some part of 
it out of commission before being 
(compelled to retreat. 
The airplane, probably, is the great­ 
est menace to the sufety of the Pan* 
lama canal. Tice United States In the 
[big war spent a lot of money In get­ 
ting ready to build flying machines. 
They are necessary to meet other fly­ 
ing machines to prevent the others 
'from doing damage. 
There wil! be 
nothing to prevent bombing m achines 
.leaving the decks of enemy ships to 
make their way over tlte Panama canal 
and drop bombs in sufficient numbers 
to put some one of the locks out of 
commission. 
There will be nothing to prevent this 
unless like* can be met by Uke. 
Anti­ 
aircraft batteries are of comparatively 
little service against ulrplunes. 
The 
great war proved tills. 
The aviators 
did not fear tile anti aircraft guns in 
Abe least. 
It was not "once in a life­ 
time” that a plane was brought down 
.by the Are of ground guns. 
“Air­ 
planes to meet airplanes," guy Ute nill- 
iitary men. 
When the Panama canal was com­ 
pleted the question whether or not the 
outlying Jungle offered a defense or a 
(menace to the safety of the canal was 
a matter of controversy. 
Some mili­ 
tary authorities said that the tangled 
mature of the Jungle made it almost 
impenetrable for land forces. 
Other 
military forces disagreed 
nnd 
said 
ithat It offered the best kind of cover 
for un approaching enemy force. 
Chief Danger From the Air. 
There is a difference of opinion con­ 
cerning the means for guarding the 
(canal. 
In 1910 the difference became 
iso marked that ranking officers of both 
[field and engineering experience were 
sent to Panama to study the situation 
(and to decide between the contro- 
versalists. 
One of these army offi­ 
cers was MaJ. Gen. William L. Sibert, 
who built the Gatun locks, dam and 
spillway of the Panama canal, and 
who had not only a patriotic but a 
personal interest in their safety. Plans 
(for defense against overland uttack 
were made. 
As has been said, an attack from the 
(air is the chief danger to the Panama 
canal. 
Of course if the United States 
,navy can keep the sea clear there is 
no danger to the Panama canal ex­ 
cept such as would come from the pos­ 
sible work of an enemy spy. There 
seems to tie little inclination on the 
part of congress to do much for the 
[airplane 
service. 
Money is 
to be 
spent to put more big guns on Mar- 
guerhlta, Flamenco and the rest of the 
Islands. 
There ore plenty of military 
students who say that a thousand dol­ 
lars silent for airplanes in this par­ 
ticular case is worth a hundred thou­ 
sand spent for big urns. 


That They Are Not Drawn to Uniform 
Scale Is Felt to Be an Educa­ 
tional Handicap. 


It has long been tile dream of geog­ 
raphers to make a series of maps of 
the world on a uniform scale. Indeed, 
It is considered unfortunate for school 
children that the geographies do not 
show all countries by maps on a 
single, uniform scale, for unless a 
student observes very 
carefully the 
figures showing the scale of each map 
or the figures showing the nreu of the 
country mapped he Is likely to get the

fortieth (2 ^ int cent) smaller. China 
Is generally shown smaller 
In 
area 
than the United States, yet It Is about 
one-third larger. 
The work of preparing maps of the 
entire world on a uniform scale of one 
to one million 
that Is, maps on which 
one unit (any unit—Inch, centimeter, 
millimeter, etc.) represents one million 
like units on the ground—has been 
under way for several years, and the 
United States geological survey, !><■- 
partinent of the Interior, lifts made 
considerable progress in Its work on 
the parts of this map that wore as­ 
signed to the United States.

Washington.—Inauguration prepara­ 
tions are going on at a rapid pace. 
Local committees have been formed 
with lists of names that read like 
pages from the blue book of the local 
aristocracy 
and 
the 
Congressional 
Directory. 
If any man or woman of 
so-called standing bus escaped, he or 
she probably will be heard from in a 
day or two, and an additional name 
or two will be blazoned on the rosters 
f committees. 
Very soon now Hie sound of the 
hammer will be heard nu the avenue. 
The great thoroughfare called '‘Penn­ 
sylvania" which sweeps onward from 
the Capitol past the treasury build­ 
ing and the White House soon will be 
lined with grandstands from which 
the populace, by paying a “properly 
regulated" price, will be allowed to 
witness the passing parade and also 
to witness the "didos" which, while 
not a part of the parade proper, will 
be provided for the entertainment of 
the out-of-town visitors. 
As the peo­ 
ple already know 
probably, 
these 
didos are to be In the nature of a 
so-called Mardi Gras. 
A sernl-otilelal announcement from 
the White House bus It that Presi­ 
dent Wilson now feels strong enough 
to admit of ids making a promise to 
take the regulation part of an out­ 
going President in the Inauguration 
ceremonies. 
This means that Presi­ 
dent Wilson will accompany Presi­ 
dent-elect Harding from the White 
House to the Capitol, and will sit on 
the great stand east of tile big build­ 
ing w’hlle tile President-elect takes 
tile oath of office and makes bls in­ 
augural address. 
Inasmuch as the 
Inaugural 
address 
lasts 
ordinarily 
about forty minutes aud tin* speech Is 
made outdoors while the cold March 
winds are blowing, tho ordeal through 
which Mr. Wilson must pass can bt 
understood. 
May Be Driven In Door* Again. 
Marly on tho morning of March 4, 
President-elect 
Harding 
will 
go to 
th«* White House where he will enter 
an automobile with President Wilson. 
Mr. Harding will sit on Mr. Wilson's 
left on the drive to the Capitol, be 
cause the right, which Is the place of 
rank, will belong to the man who still 
Is President of tho United States, (in 
the way back to tin* White Holist 
from the Capitol Mr. Hurtling will 
sit on the right and Mr. Wilson, as 
ex-President. will sit on the left. 
A 
few words spoken by the chief Justle* 
of the United States Iii the form of 
nu nath-glvlng and tile response which 
Mr. Harding will make, mark the 
passing from one man to another of 
the privilege of “sitting on the right.' 
If the weather of March 4 be In 
clement, the ceremony of Inauguration 
will take place, as It did in 1900 when 
Mr. 
Taft 
was 
Inaugurated. In the 
senate chamber. 
Everybody remem 
liers probably Hie weather conditions 
which beset the ceremonies attending 
Mr. Taft's Induction Into office. 
One 
of the worst blizzards of the season 
get in on the night of March 3, and 
continued until 2 o’clock on the after 
noon of March 4. 
Ordinarily Washington In Mardi 
not very cold, but on two occasions In 
history’ the thermometer has gone to 
the zero point on that day. 
When 
Grant was Inaugurated for his secom 
term the thermometer went to four 
degrees below zero. 
Tin* midshipmen 
of the Naval academy were brought 
over to take part in the ceremonies, 
They were rather lightly clad and 
thirty of them were sent to the lies 
pltal after the parade suffering se 
erely from frost iii te. 
At one of Cleveland's Inaugurations 
there were zero conditions and a 
good deal of suffering was the result 
Everybody In Washington hopes for 
warm, pleasant weather on March 4, 
but March is 
proverbially 
a 
fickle 
month even in this mid-latitude, 
Ball in 
Pension 
Building. 
The pension building, which has one 
huge ground floor room with magnifi­ 
cent pillars at Its four corners, prob­ 
ably Is to be given over for the In­ 
augural ball. 
Tills will necessitate 
the closing down of most of the pen­ 
sion activities for at least two weeks. 
The lower floor is used for records 
which must all lie moved to upi>er 
stories and then he moved bnck again. 
The pension building, however, is the j 
only structure in Washington except 
the Capitol, suitable for a ball, and 
so congress probably will allow tile 
use of it for a “presidential purpose.” 
The Capitol would be an Ideal place 
for an inaugural ball, but it probably 
will never be used for such a pur­ 
pose for there Is a feeling that to put 
tile Capitol itself to such a use on a 
festive occasion would not be In keep­ 
ing with American traditions. 
An appeal was made a few duys 
ago to the residents of Washington 
for funds to finance 
the 
inaugural 
parade and Inaugural proceedings gen­ 
erally. 
The response was prompter 
and more generous than it has been 
for years.

repressions, 
whereas,

know we’re lied to nine times out of 
ten with adults.”

mendacity, constitute the essence of 
civilization.”

system to settle a disputed position.
